The pioneer prosecutor

Janet Reno, whose eight-year 
tenure as U.S. Attorney General 
spanned some of the most 
contentious moments of Bill 
Clinton's presidency, died on 
Nov. 7 of complications from 
Parkinson's disease. Reno, the 
second-longest-serving Attorney 
General in history, was a divisive 
figure whose time in office was 
bookended by two national 
controversies: the 1995 deadly 
raid on a religious compound in Waco, Texas, in which more than 
80 people died, and the 2000 international custody battle for 
6-year-old Cuban refugee Elián González. Reno, a former Miami 
prosecutor known for her blunt manner, once famously told 
reporters, ^| don't do spin."

Attorney General Loretta Lynch praised Кепо па 
statement after her death, calling her “an inspiration and a 
trailblazer for so many women serving in law enforcement and 
government, including те.”

But in his victory speech, 
delivered at nearly 3 a.m. with his 
family by his side, Trump struck 
afar more positive note: “Now 5: 
it’s time for America to bind the 
wounds of division,” he said. “I 
pledge to every citizen of our 
land that I will be President for 
all America, and this is so 
important to me." 
It was a stunning upset, 
capping off the most polarizing 
presidential campaign in 
modern U.S. history—and one in 
which Trump tapped into a deep 
vein of discontent with politics as

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usual. That rising tide, along with eagerness for an 
outside-the-Beltway Commander in Chief who 
vowed to “make America great again,” propelled 
him to victory not only in historically red states 
but in swing states like Florida and Ohio too. In 
President-elect Trump, America has chosen a 
leader unlike any this country has seen before: a 
former reality-TV star who has never previously 
held elected office.

(Wall Street was less bullish опа Trump 
victory: Stock market futures plunged 300 points 
at the news.) 

Democrats reeled at the results, but there can 
be no doubt that at every turn, Trump defied the 
odds—and the experts. In a crowded field of 17 Re- 
publicans jockeying for the nomination, his name 
recognition proved a valuable currency. And he 
seemed not only to court controversy but to thrive 
onit. “It’s all Trump all the time on television, so 
I really haven’t had to spend anything on adver- 
tising," he told People last September, adding in a 
subsequent interview, “I think it works to my ad- 
vantage most of the time not to act presidential.” 
Indeed, his singular brand of unapologetic blunt 
talk—including shocking statements about illegal 
immigrants, Muslims and women—struck a pow- 
erful chord. “He is refreshing. These are not re- 
hearsed soundbites,” his son Eric, 32, explained to 
People at the outset of the campaign. “Maybe you 
only agree with 80 percent of what he says. But 
at least he is being direct and not just pandering 
to some middle road like every other politician.” 

In fact, as the campaign moved forward, Trump’s 
statements veered far from any road previously 
traveled by a U.S. presidential nominee: He seemed

to be encouraging foreign hackers to uncover his 
opponents private e-mails, vowed to have 1973's 
Roev.

Still, his fol- 
lowers remained passionately behind him. Even 
his unbridled late-night Twitter rants—in which 
he blasted everyone from Fox News’ Megyn Kelly 
to aformer Miss Universe to the family of a fall- 
en Muslim-American soldier—barely dented his 
momentum. His supporters said that much of 
his rhetoric was just that—showmanship honed 
from his years as a TV star—and that the private

Trump is far more reasoned. “There are two Don- 
ald Trumps,” his longtime friend Chris Ruddy told 
People in March, contrasting the then-candidate's 
campaign “bluster” with the “charming, generous, 
incredible Donald [his friends | know.” 

In October Trump faced the most serious set- 
back of his campaign when a 2005 video surfaced 
in which the then-Apprentice star was caught on 
tape boasting to Access Hollywood's Billy Bush 
about forcibly kissing women and grabbing their 
genitalia without consent. When Trump publicly 
denied ever having acted on what he called such 
“locker-room talk,” a total of 12 women (including 
former People writer Natasha Stoynoff) came for- 
ward with damning allegations of sexual assault. 
(Trump denied each claim and threatened to sue 
the women following the election.) But the can- 
didate rebounded, thanks in part to an 11th-hour 
investigation by the FBI into Clinton's missing 
e-mails (the bureau concluded for the second 
time that there was no illegal wrongdoing), which 
quickly narrowed his gap in the polls. The results 
on Nov. 8 “show that the rules changed and only 
Trump saw it,” explains CNN political analyst Van 
Jones. “Not having a traditional operation hurt 
him less than people thought it would. And in a 
social media age, saying outrageous things may 
not really be a disadvantage." 

There is no question Trump journey has been 
one of exceptional privilege and extraordinary op- 
portunity. Born in Queens to Fred Trump, a real 
estate developer, and Mary, a homemaker, young 
Donald—the second youngest of five children— 
found success early, attending the Ivy League 
Wharton School of business and honing his entre- 
preneurial drive. (He avoided the Vietnam draft 
five times in the 1960s and 705 so his education 
could continue uninterrupted.) After graduation 
he parlayed a $1 million loan from his father into 
his own real estate empire in Manhattan but soon 
had to settle federal charges of housing discrimina- 
tion and faced frequent lawsuits and accusations 
of employing undocumented workers to build his 
famed Trump Tower. In 1990 his divorce from first 
wife Ivana dominated the New York City tabloids 
after it was discovered he had been having an affair 
with beauty queen Marla Maples. After months of 
vicious headlines, the exes shipped their three chil- 
dren, Donald Jr., now 38, Ivanka, 35, and Eric, 32, 
to boarding school to shield them from the media. 
By the time Trump proposed to Maples in 1993, 
he was broke—with four of his businesses filing for 
bankruptcy protection within two years. (Trump 
and Maples welcomed a daughter, Tiffany, 23, just 
before their 1993 wedding.) 

But “the Donald" proved adept at bouncing back. 
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[e his

He negotiated down his debts in the wake of his 
bankruptcies, and in 1995 he reported a nearly $1 
billion loss on his taxes, allowing him to avoid pay- 
ing income taxes for the next 18 years (a fact that 
was only publicly disclosed during the campaign). 
He was resilient personally as well as professional- 
ly. Bythetime he finalized his second divorce, from 
Maples in 1999, he had already begun dating Slo- 
venian model Melania Knauss, now 46, whom he 
married in 2005. (They welcomed son Barron the 
following year.) He also began cultivating a public 
persona. By the 2000s he had started making fre- 
quent cameos as himself in movies and television 
and wasrunningthe Miss Universe pageant, where 
hewas alarger-than-life presence. With the launch 
of his 2004 reality show The Apprentice, Trump 
became a household name across the country. (Its 
spinoff The Celebrity Apprentice lives on, to be host- 
ed by Arnold Schwarzenegger next year.) 

Though he later said he had toyed with the 
idea of an eventual presidential bid, Trump lived 
his life freely. Unconcerned with cultivating the 
clean-cut reputation of a typical politician, he gave 
raunchy interviews to Howard Stern, which later 
provided ample material for anti-Trump ads. 

Now that he's the President-elect, Trump will 
have his work cut out for him uniting both his own 
fervid base and those who had passionately advocat- 
ed for Clinton. He also will face the practical realities 
of moving his family to the White House. Several 
insiders say the Trumps had not yet begun making 
logistical considerations about a win. “Trump was

Anna Kendrick is very good at playing 
the kind of intense young woman who 
does her homework twice. From her 
Oscar-nominated role as a corporate 
downsizer in 2009's Up in the Air to a 
junior accountant in Тһе Accountant, 
her buttoned-up characters are often 
so driven, it drives them a little crazy.

And at 
31, she’s written her first book: a collec- 
tion of first-person essays called Scrap- 
py Little Nobody, which touches on her 
normal-ish childhood in Portland, 
Maine, dating woes and what it’s like to 
rub elbows with George Clooney and Ben 
Affleck, all with the self-deprecating wit 
that Kendrick’s 13.5 million social media 
followers have come to love. “There was 
a point where I thought, ‘Should I be 
doing this?’” she says of becoming an 
author. “I guess that remains to be seen.” 

It’s somehow reassuring to know that 
someone as accomplished as Kendrick 
wrestles with self-doubt and loneliness. 
At17,she moved to Los Angeles alone. “I 
was terrified,” she says. “I was so uncer- 
tain. It was hard to fill your days when 
youre in anew town and youre not at 
a job or school.” While she auditioned, 
she got by on pennies and limited her 
social activities to those that were free, 
including repeat-watching the eight 
DVDs she owned. She also found herself 
in unhealthy relationships with men. 
“Something amazing happened to me 
when I hit my mid-20s,” she writes. “I 
stopped liking guys who didn’t like me 
back. In fact, I stopped liking guys who 
were bad people.” Looking back, “I was 
just so obsessed with certifiable non- 
winners,” she says. “I allowed myself 
to believe that guys were more magical 
than they were.” 


Along the way Kendrick landed a 
scene-stealing role in Ше Twilight fran- 
chise, which led to Pitch Perfect and 
stardom. But having a social life 
remains tough. “It’s like, ‘Do you mind 
if I just disappear for two months? 
Work on a film and forget about the 
outside world?’” she says, declining to 
comment when asked if she’s dating 
someone.
